-The cold now has 
disappeared, but ‘the power of speech 
has ‘not been restored. 

Dr. SeWing told a Post-Dispatch re- 
portér Thursday that the voung woman 
was frightened by the fear 
she would lose her voice while she,had 
the cold, Vana the fear caused hy steria. 
Aphonia hysteria is the medical term 
for the loss of the voice through hys- 
terica! fear. 

In treating the girl. by suggestive 
therapeutics, Dr. Sewing said he would 
give her a harmless medicine And sug- 
gest to her that it was a powerful drug. 
By several conversations each day fell- 
ing of the power of the medicine, the 
doctors expect to work on the imagi- 
nation of Miss Decker until she realizes 
that she has the power of speech and 
can use it. This treatment has proven 
effective in many cases, Dr. Sewing 
said, .

Hinnings 
and the.son remained on the Arkangas 
side, while Pfeifer went to the shanty 
boat in a skiff. 

No sooner’ had he reached the bank 
than three~ shots were heard, follewed 
bY shouts and groans. 

Some time after dark, the body of 
Pfeifer, which still lay in the skiff, was 
taken to the Government: willow fleet 
directly opposite this place and tied. It 
is said that the men who tied the skiff 
represented thernselves as officers, and 
told workmen about the fleet that they 
would return for the body later. 

They were not seen again, but-in the 
morning the body and skiff had dis- 
appeared. It !s rumored that the men 
who. ‘did the shooting had 
during the night, untied the skiff and 
sunk it with the bedy.

Armour, Swift, Cudahy and Mor- 
ris Laid Plans to Absolutely 
Control U. S. Market.

CHICAGO, Dec. 28.—Lord Panmure 


Gordon, an English promoter, first sug- 


gested the merger of the packing cor- 
porations witha capitalization of $923,- 
000,000, according to Albert H. Veeder, 


who today continued his testimony in 
the trial of the 10 Chicago packers be- 
fore Judge Carpenter in the United 
States District Court. 

The English promoter visited the 
Tnited States early in 1902, called on G. 
F. Swift and suggested a consolidation 
of the packing companies. 

Swift rejected the proposition, but sev- 
eral months later a conference of Chi- 
cago packers was held, at which the 
preliminary plans for the merger were 
agréed upon and steps later taken to 
finance it. 

This preliminary meeting was attended 
by G. F. Swift, J. Ogden Armour, Ed- 
ward Morris and others. 

It was the third day for Albert H. 
Veeder, attorney for Swift & Co., on 
the stand. He was questioned regard- 
ing the details of the transactions which 
led to the proposed merger in 1902. 

“Was -the final report of the apprais- 
¢re and expert accountants on the value 
of the tangible property of the promoters 
of the big merger ever made?’ asked 
Special Counsel Butler, resuming the 
direct examination of A. H. Veeder at 
the opening of the morning session. 
"The reports were not completed until 
after the big merger had failed and 
each member received a report of its 
-own business,”’ replied Veeder. ‘‘The 
meetings were mostly at my office, but 
at the times we met at the homes of the 
principals.’’ 

“Who attended those meetings?” 
All Packers Represented. 
“Various representatives of the pack- 
ing interests. J. Ogden Armour did 
not come often, but was represented by 
Arthur Meeker, P. A.- Valentine or 
Attorney L. C. Krauthoff. Gtstavus F. 
Swift, Louis F. Swift and Edward F. 
Swift represented Swift & Co.; Michael 
and Edward Cudahy appeared for the 
Cudahy interests and Edward and Ira 
Morris represented Morris & Co.,’’ re- 

plied Veeder. 

“When was the big packing merger 
first suggested?’’ 

“Early in the year 1902. G. F. Swift 
first mentioned it to me. Lord Pen- 
mure Gordon, an Englishman, who had 
been prominent in the work of merging 
corporations both in England and this 
vountry had met G. F. Swift and sug- 
@ested that the packing companies of 
the country be combined into one big 
corporation. 

“His suggestion was that the stock of 
the Chicago packers be bought at 200 
and paid for in stock of the new com- 
pany. The humor of this suggestion ap- 
pealed to Swift. He was impressed with 
the general idea of Consolidating, how- 
ever, and a meeting was called in May, 
1902, at which the subject was taken up 
for consideration. All the packing in- 
terests Were represented at that meet- 
ing. In those days the consolidation of 
corporations was a popular fad. In 
these days it is considered a fallacy.”’ 

“Was there no agreement made by 
‘ the Chicago packers for a merger prior 
to May 31, 1902?” asked Attorney But- 
ler. 


Purchase of Independents. 
“Not to my knowledge,” said Veeder. 
The witness then described the nego- 
tiation which led to the purchase -by 
the combination of Fowler Packing Co., 
G. H. Hammond & Co., the Omaha 
Packing Co., the St. Louis Dressed Beef 
Co., the Anglo-American Provision C.. 
and the United Dressed Beef Co 
The contracts covering these transac- 
tions were read to the jury.

Mr. McKelvey, when this was 
done, made certain suggestions of 
changes in the plans for the betterment 
of the theater and for decreasing the 
fire hazard. These suggestions were ac- 
cepted immediately by the company, and 
plans remodeled to comply therewith. 
The changes made were beneficial to 
the theater and resulted in its increased 
safety. The company was glad to make 
them. At no time was the work on the 
theater ordered stopped.”’ 

Not True, He Says. 

Relative to the charge that Tate, after 
finding that McKelvey had held up tne 
work on the Grand Opera House, owned 
by the same company and also under 
reconstruction, and that he was allowed 
to proceed with the work after giving 
the contract for the reconstruction of 
Havlin’s Theater to the McKelvey Co., 
Tate says in his affidavit: 

“The charges that ‘‘the said Frank 
Tate was informed that there were two 
ways by which he cou!¢ meet or over- 
come the situation: First, by comply 
ing with McKelvey’s terms; second, tyr 
turning over to the McKelvey Construc- 
tion Co. the work of reconstructing and 
remodeling the aforesaid Haviin’s Thea- 
ter,”’ are absolutely faise.

“] wish I had known what you were 
going to do beforehand,” said Whitney, 
shaking his head. 

Other members of the committee said 
to a Post-Dispatch correspondent: 

“It is most unfortunate. It looks like 
a ‘gratuitous attempt to make -it un- 
pleasant for President'Taft. Bloomer 
has no authority to speak for this com- 
mittee, and never has had. Of course, 
he is a close friend of Roosevelt's, and 
antagonistic to Taft. It’s a little\game 
of politics, played for his own pur- 
poses.”’ 


“Wants to Be Whole Thing.” 
“Of course I did not expect Col. 


Roosevelt to accept,’’ said Dr. Robert 
S. Freedman, another member of the 
committee. ‘“‘The Colonel won’t’go any- 
where where he can’t be the whole 
thing. We all know Roosevelt.’’ 

“You understand that this is a confi- 
cential talk,”’ interrupted: Bloomer, 
speaking to a reporter. The latter said 
he had nq such understanding. 

“Then you.had better shut up at 
once,’ shouted Bloomer to Dr. Freed- 
man. ‘‘You have said twice as much as 
you mean,” but Dr. Freedman refused to 
shut up. A close friend of Towne ex- 
plained the latter’s withdrawal from 
the committee, saying: 

“The truth is that Andrew Carnegie 
and the New York Peace Society tried 
to prevent us bolding this dinner. Car- 
negie, when he was informed of it by 
Dr. Short—misinformed would be more 
correct—made every possible effort to 
prevent the President accepting an in- 
vitation. 

“Carnegie demanded a complete reor- 
ganization of the committee and as 
Towne thought that the attack was di- 
rected mainly against himself, he of- 
fered his resignation. 

“Mr. Short demanded that the charge 
per plate be reduced from $10 to $5."’ 

In his speech Saturday night, Car- 
negie will outline a new plan he has 
for the expenditure of the $10,000,000 he 
gave to the world peace movement some 
time ago.

The dele- 
gation will be headed by Rolla Wells, 
president of the Business Men’s League. 


Among the members of the delegation 
already selected are Harry B. Hawes, 
George J. Tansey, James E. Smith and 
Secretary Saunders of the Business 
Men's League. Col. John I. Martin, 
sergeant-at-arms of the Democratic Na- 
tional Committee, has already gone to 
Washington to scout among members of 
the committee and prominent politicians 
and ascertain what the sentiment is to- 
ward St. Louis. 

The St. Louis delegation will make its 
headquarters at the New ‘Willard Hotel, 
although the committee meeting will be 
helu in the Shoreham Hotel. The dele- 
rat’on will have part of Friday, all of 
Saiurday and Sunday and Monday 
niorning to work among. the. national 
co:nmitteemen in Washington. 

Nearly all the money needed for the 
convention fund has been subscribed. 
About $5000 more is needed to close the 
fund, and Secretary Saunders is confi- 
dent that will be pledged before the 
delegation starts for Washington. 

Col. Lyman T. Hay of the Jefferson 
and Planters hotels is expected to join 
the St. Louis party in Washington. 
Col. Hay is now in Englewood, N: J., 
and has promised to meen the St. Louis- 
ans at the National capital.

Comnutteeman Cole is a native of 
St. Louis, and is strongly in favor of 
sending the convention to, this city 
The league hopes to be able to enlist 
his aid in its campaign to get the con.

Although New York has entered the 
contest for the convention. the St. 
Louis worke are of the opinion that 
the real foe they will have to meet is 
Chicago.

Find Made Near Point Where 
J. W. Scanlon, Newburg 
(Mo.) Man Last Was Seen.

Lockmiller Asked About Wearer 
of Garment, Who Quarreled 
With Capitalist.

NEWBURG, Mo., Dec. 28.—A pair of 

tan: khaki overalls, slashed and blood- 

stained, to which a few gray hairs ad- 

hered, was found today by Sheriff Wil- 


son near the spot where John W. Scan- 
lan, missing president of the Newburg 
State Bank, is supposed to have been 
murdered. 

The garment, which is regarded as an 
important clew in the mystery, will 
cause a Newburg young man to. be 
closely questioned. It is known that 
Scanlan had accused this young man 
of knowing about the disappearance of 
hogs from Scanlan’s Gasconade River 
farm. He is said to have worn overalls, 
of that description. 

The overalls had japparently been cut 
with a knife, and the seams had been 
ripped open. The gray hairs found on 
them are believed by the authorities to 
have come from Scanlan’s head. 


Lockmiller Is Questioned. 


John Lockmiller, Scanlan’s hired man, 
now in jail at Rolla charged with mur- 
dering Scanlan, was asked this after- 
noon about the overalls. The theory of 
Prosecuting Attorney Arthur was that 
he knew their wearer and knew of the 
circumstances under which the overalls, 
had been slashed and thrown away. 
Lockmiller wept as the Prosecutor pic- 
tured his family at home, who had lived 
for a score of years on the wages paid 
to him by his employer. 
story in some particulars, but whether 
he made important revelations Arthur 
refused to say. < 
Lockmiller knew, the officials say, of 
Scanlan’s threat to have the young man 
arrested unless he were recompensed 
for his lost hogs. 

At Sheriff Wilson’s request, Hiram 
Gadde, his son Robert and Charles 
Grisham, whose farms adjoin that owned 
by Scanlan, went to Rolla today to be 
questioned by the Prosecuting Attor- 
ney. They saw Scanlan and Lockmiller 
together Dec. 19, the day of the bank- 
er’s disappearance. 

The Gaddes and Grisham have, said 
that they were talking with Scanlan and 
his hired man, John Lockmiller, when 
the two, both intoxicated, stopped near 
Grisham’s house on their drive; back 
from Scanlan’s farm. They havé also 
said that they watched the men riding 
away, and saw them drive past the va- 
cant Brimm farmhouse. 


Prisoner in Cold Cell. 


The Brimm house is the place at which 
Lockmiller has said that his employer 
left the buggy and went inside. Lock- 
miller is under arrest at Rolla, charged 
with killing Scanlan. He was left in a 
cold cell yesterday to think matters 
over before confronting the three men. 

The three men could not see as far 
as the place, some distance beyond 
the Brimm house, where Scanlan’s over- 
coat, cap and muffler were found. 

Strange remarks made by Scanlan 
shortly before his disappearance, which 
were attributed at the time to his poor 
state of health, were recalled today 
by a number of his acquaintances. In 
John Gadde’s saloon, a few days be- 
fore he disappeared, he was heard to 
say, “I’m going to leave you all for 
good after the 15th.” 

On the day of his disappearance, he 
is said to have remarked to his daugh- 
ter, Camille Scanlan, “‘I’d better be go- 
ing to my grave than out to my farm.” 
She had commented on his thinness, 
shown by the fact that his vest no 
longer fitted him closely.” 

In spite of these remarks, and oi 
his previous disappearances and reap- 
pearances, the county authorities and 
Scanlan’s family are convinced that 
the banker is dead; and Prosecutor 
Arthur believes his body is in the Gas- 
conade River. The river has been 
dragged for a short distance, and will 
probably be dynamited. 

Story of Quarrel] Denied. 
The prosecutor said today that his 
only reason for summoning wadde to 
Rolla was to use him in breaking down 
Lockmiller’s story. It had been re- 
ported that Gadde and Scanlan had a 
controversy over a land deal, and that 
they had spoken abusively to each oth- 
er.

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MISSOURI TAX EXEMPTIONS. 

Gov. Hadley’s “good lawyers” who wish to take 
the question of exempting Missouri capitol bonds 
before the Supreme Court, argue well. There is 
no logic stronger than their logic that “they are 
the State’s instruments of doing business,” and 


that to “tax them is to tax the State’s credit,. 


which is against public policy.” 

The Supreme Court may easily hold that it is 
not public policy to subject a bond worth its face 
value to taxation on its face value, which may 
almost equal the income possible from interest 
on it. On the other hand, the Constitution of the 
State prohibits exemptions on all property except 
that used for educational and religious purposes. 
Missouri bonds are property and very valuable 
property for anyone who owns them. If the Su- 
preme Court can find logic enough to make them 
religious or charitable property, they can be ex- 
empted without constitutional amendment. Oth- 
erwise, the best lawyers who argue what the Su- 
preme Court ought to do may be slowest in bid- 
ding on bonds worth their face value, regardless 
of religion and subject to no charity from the 
tax collector when he demands the revenue from 
them as his constitutional right. 
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Mr. Nagel wtihes to give up the place as the 
National Committeeman from Missouri, it is said, 
but it is too late now to put in somebody who 
would help St. Louis land the Republican Nation- 
al Convention. 


THE DEADLY ‘ ‘‘CAT’’ RIFLE. 

Ten-year-old boys are not to be trusted with 
firearms. And the popularly supposed to be 
harmless weapon peculiarly known in St. Louis 
as a “cat” rifle is not harmless. These facts 
are once more impressed on the community by 
the sad death of Mrs. Caesarina Lowall, a victim 
of a Christmas-gift rifle in the hands of her 10- 
year-old son. 

The 22-caliber rifle shooting the bulleted 
breech cap, commonly known as thg BB; will kill 
birds, rats, and even cats. With the 22-short 
cartridge and smokeless powder, a man can be 
killed, if the shot strikes the heart or certain 
points on the head. With a 22-long or long rifle 
cartridge accurate shooting up to 200 yards is 
possible, and deer and other large animals have 

‘Ignorance of its power must be the only excuse 
for putting the “cat” rifle into the hands of chil- 
dren, and the first lesson in the use of firearms 
of any kind is that they must never,,under any 
circumstances, loaded or unloaded, be pointed at 
any living creature, except in deadly earnest. 

A gun is not to be joked with, any more than 
to be joked at: And it has an unpleasant habit 
of converting intended jokes into awful realities.

While the action of the conven- 
tion is not binding on the Democratic voters of 
the State, the confessed bad faith of the men who 
participated in the sham is not creditable to 
'them and naturally arouses indignation in the 
ranks. The party is placed in an unenviable and 
dangerous predicament. | 

We do not believe that Mr. Folk is the presi- 
dential choice of the majority of Missouri Demo- 
crats, nor that he has ever been. On the other 
hand, Speaker Clark is not in a pleasant or ad- 
‘vantageous position. His conduct towards Mr. 
Folk is not defensible, He and his friends must 
realize that a large part of his support is not 
sincere. It is not for Clark, but against Folk. 
All the opposition to Folk is rallying to the Clark 
banner, and much of it would be astonished and 
disgruntled if Mr. Clark should win the nomina- 
tion. There are elements in his support with 
which he hag not been on speaking terms during 
his political career, and which have no love for 
him or anything he represents in politics. Speaker 
Clark has played straight politics and has not 
worked with the interests to betray the people. 
He is free from any taint of predatory influences. 
. But some of the most powerful political agents of 
the predatory interests are working to help him 
eliminate Mr. Folk. We do not hold the Speaker 
responsible for the character and designs of that 
part of his following which is supporting him for 
purposes that are good for neither him nor the 
party, but it must be taken into account in 
analyzing the present Democratic situation in 
Missouri. 

If Mr..Folk has any chance for the presidential 
indorsement of the State Democratic convention 
it is created by existing conditions. It arises 
from the resentment of Democrats at the double- 
dealing of the party’s leaders and fear of the Old 
Gang bosses and the agents of the interests who 
are joining the Clark forces to make an end of 
Folk. If the Clark-Folk feud should destroy Mis- 
souri’s inflpence in the Democratic National Con- 
vention or turn the State’s delegation to a candi- 
date not acceptable to the voters, the reason will 
be plain. If the Democracy’s chance to recapture 
the State should be lost by a factional] fight, the 
responsibility can be fixed. It will be due to the 
work of party leaders who sacrifice principle to 
expediency and use the party organization as a 
means of serving personal ambitione and private 


interests.

Promises Real 


Baseball Fight 


Circuit, Including Kansas City, 
Is Announced With Chicago 
or New York Members. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 28.—Promoters of 
the. new “outlaw” baseball league are 
out with a startling statement. They 
announce that the league will shortly 
be incorporated in New Jersey, after 
which a baseball war will follow “that 
will make all previous ructions in base- 
ball look like skirmishes.’’ Not only has 
sufficient capital to finance all eight 
clubs been pledged, but grounds have 
been obtained in all but one of the cities 
to be invaded. 

“And in that case there is plenty of 
Iand available where a park can be 
located, and owners are so anxious to 
rent that no combination of the older 
leagues can shut the new one out,” Is 
the report. 

The promoters go on to say that the 
agents of the ledgue in formation ‘“‘are in 
possession of the winter addresses of prac- 
tically every baseball player in the United 
States, and at the proper time, which is now 
only a few days distant, players of the 
American and National leagues and the 
American Association will be given a chance 
to join the clubs in the. new organization on 
terms such as none of the older leagues ever 
offered.”’

While the 
site in Washington has not yet been select- 
ed, the promoters announce there are s0 
many plots available that the obtaining of 
an option in advance has not been thought 
necessary.

Morris was never in dan- 
ger of anything. Jt had all been fig- 
ured out that Kennedy, with his speed 
and cleverness, would jab the awk- 
ward giant at will, make his fight at 
long range, keep sliding out of dan- 
ger and win easily on points. Some 
even thought that Big Tom would be 
able to wear Morris down, and then 
put over a punch that might put him 
on the floor and keep him there for 10 
seconds. 

Morris Merely Loafed. 

But it didn’t come out that way. 
Morris enjoyed the going at long range 
as well as in the close work. He fairly 
outboxed Kennedy, and in exchanging 
jabs with him showed superior speed, 
reach and judgment. 

Kennedy’s jabs missed often; the other 
fellow’s shot straight across as if he were 
throwing his giove at Kennedy’s head. And 
when they landed Kennedy’s head flew back 
between his shoulder blades. Kennedy had 
a good punch, but that of Morris was a 
crusher, Before two rounds had been fought 
Kennedy showed great respect for that 
punch. He tried his best to avoid it. And 
he couldn’t.
